Rules for Anglers 


Last Saturday, July 1st, was open- 
ing day so far as the fishing for Game 
Fish from boats is concerned, the 
publie’s attention is drawn to the fol- 
lowing definitions and regulations 
covering the Fish and Game Act of the 
Province:

“Angling” shall mean the taking 
of fish with hook and line held in 
the hand, or hook and line and rod, 
the latter held in the hand, but shall 
not include set lines or lines tied tu 
a boat.

“Non-resident” shall mean any per- 
son who has not resided in the Pro-

Toronto Milk Producers Effect New 
Arrangement 

The Toronto Milk Producers’ Asso- 
ciation has effected an entirely new 
arrangement between producer 
distributors, in the Toronto area, Un- 
der the new plan, the distributing 
company will agree t6 accept a de!- 
inite quota of milk from each shipper. 
The distributor, each month, will no- 
tify the producer of his quota for the 
following month. The producer may, 
if he desires, ship in milk exceeding 


this quota, for which he will receive| 


a lower price. Producers are to ship 
to one dairy only, and any surplus 
rutk must go to the same dairy. This, 
it is believed, will do away with the 
uncontrolled flow of surplus milk 
from one dairy to another, with the 
resultant depressing effect on prices.

Here and There 


Almost $20,000,000 was spent in 
the manufacture of toilet prepara- 
tions, soaps and washing com- 
pounds in Canada in 1932. A re- 
cently issued official report states 
that the total yalue of the former 
produced was $5,073,134, amd of 
the latter $14,734,549. 


Forty boy scouts of Oregon and 
Washington made the first leg of 
their 8,000 mile trip to Budapest 
in the Princess Kathleen, Seattle 
to Vancouver. They are travelling 
C.P.R. across Canada to Quebec, 
whence they will sail for England 
on the Empress of Britain.
